The  Urban  District  of  Dalton-in-Furness  is  situa.ted  in  the  North  Western 
part  of  the  County  of  Lancashire  adjoining  the  County  Borough  of  Bari-ow-in- 
Fumess  and  the  North  Lonsdale  Rural  District,  Height  above  Ordnance  Da.tum 
varies  between  85O  feet  in  the  north-east  to  .-sea  level  in  the  vrest.  There 
are  outcrops  of  limestone  in  various  parts  of  the  District  and  in  the  past  there 
has  been  enbensive  mining  for  iron  ore  which  has  left  the  surface  considerably 
scarred  and  some  of  the  low  lying  areas  flooded  with  water. 

The  chief  industries  ere  viscose  manufacturing,  shoe-ma.l<ing,  briclcworks, 
clothing  man-!jfactLire  and  agricult-or e , but  a large  proportion  of  the  male  working 
population  is  enployed  in  the  shipyards  and  steel-works  a.t  Barrow.

The  provision  and  maintenance  of  public  v/ater  suipplies  throughout  the 
District  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Furness  ¥ater  Board,  Dalton  is  supplied 
from  Poaica  Beck  reservoir  and  Askajn  from  the  Ulpha  intake  of  the  River  Duddon, 

No  ne.7  sources  of  supplj'-  vere  acquired  during  the. yean  but  the  main  v/as 
extended  to  supply  the  nav  estate  of  private  dr/ellings  at  Dalton  and  to  six 
existing  hxjngalors  at  Llartin, 

The  supply  ras  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year. 

3,530  houses  are  now  supplied  direct  from  public  mains,  3 from  standpipes 
and  14  have  private  supplies.  ■

In  this  portion  of  the  Annual  Report  last  year,  I said  that  I could  not 
report  so  much  on  achievements  but  more  on  aims  for  the  futare.  In  many  respects 
that  comment  still  applies  since  it  Tra.s  not  until  September  that  an  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  v/a.s  appointed,  and  a start  made  on  a detailed  s-urvey  of 
all  food  premises  in  the  area.  At  the  time  of  viniting  this  report,  the  survey 
is  almost  complete  and  the  full  results  will  be  reported  next  year, 

A start  was  also  made  on  the  inspection  of  those  premises  'which  come  within 
the  scope  of  the  Cff ices.  Shops  and  Ra.ilway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

The  Housing  Act,  v/as  one  piece  of  new  legislation  w'hich  came  into 

operation  during  the  yean.  The  Act  provides  an  element  of  compulsion -with -re gand 
to  the  improvement  of.  rented  accommodation  and  enables  local  authorities  to  declane 
improvement  areas.  Certain  alterafcions  in  procedure  relating  to  improvement  grants 
is  a.lsc  included  in  the  Act.

As  already  mentioned  in  this  report,  a start  v/as  made  in  September  on  the 
detad-led  survey  of  all  the  food  premises  in  the  district,  and  as  had  been 
anticipated,  many  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene'  (General)  Regulations  I960 
were  found.  By  the  end  of  the  year  87  Yuritten  informal  notices  had  been  served, 
draYving  the  attention  of  the  persons  concerned  to  the  contraventions  of  the 
Regula.tions . ii  reasonable  amo-unt  of  work  was  in  progress  and  the  co-opei-ation 
Qf  food  traders  was  generally  quite  good.  There  is  no  doubt  hovirever,  that  no 
matter  ho’.v  modern  a food  premises  may  be  or  how  good  are  the  facilities  provided, 
unless  the  food  handlers  themselves  are  conscious  of  the  dangers  which  can  result 
from  bad  hygiene,  and  ensure  that  their  premises  -not  only  look  clean  but  that 
clean  practices  are  observed,  then  there  Y-d.ll  alv/ays  be  a danger.  The  shopping 
public  can  do  much  to  help  improve  food  hygiene  by  complaining  as  strongly  an 
possible  Y'/henevor  unhygienic  practices  are  seen.  Unfortunately,  far  too  often 
nothing  is  said.

During  the  year 
a,  total  of  1062  visits  v/ere  niade  to  various  premises  in  the  district  and  308 
infested  properties  were  treated, 

A test  baiting  and  treatment  of  the  sewers  Y/as  carried  out  but  no  major 
infestation  of  the  sewers  was  found. 

Two  premises  were  found  to  be  verminous  and  the  necessary  treatment  was 
carried  out,

A s'orvey  was  commenced  on  the  premises  to  which  this  Act  applied.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  in  1964-  no  less  than  14-  Statutory  Instruments  v/ere 
received  dealing  -vith  matters  covered  by  the  i\cT,.

D’jring  1964  the  refuse  collection  service  did  not  operate  as  smoothly  as 
it  should  have  done  and  nmerous  complaints  were  received  from  members  of  the 
public.  The  reasons  for  the  shortcomings  in  the  service  vz-ere  very  involved 
and  at  the  erfL  of  the  year  steps  were  being  taken  to  resolve  the  difficulties. 


A larger  type  b'f  veliicle  'was  pilrchased  and  put  into  operation  in  August 
end  thore  is  no  doubt  that  this  vehicle  has  shov^n  a saving  in  the  time  spent 
in  tror^porting  refuse  to  the  tip. 

The  toted,  weight  of  refuse  d^-sposed  of  during  the  yeex  is  estimated  at 
2,79o  tons. 

The  question  of  'J^rade  Refuse,  presented  a problem  and  after  much  deliberation 
the  Council  resolved  to  introduce  a.  charge  for  the  collection  of  '-^Vade  Refuse, 
such- charge  to  take  effect  from  1st  April,  I965. 

The  tip  at  Elliscales  \7as  not  maintained  as  well  as  had  been  expected,  this 
being  due  to  a shortage  of  men  on  the  cleansing  staff  and  the  difficulty  of 
seevtring  temporary  workmen.  Also,  unauthorised  persons  were  gaining  access  to 
the  tip  at  week  ends  and  setting  refuse  on  fire.  Due  to  the  isolated  position 
of  the  tip,  it  is  very  difficult  to  prevent  such  occiirences. 


The  routinely  to  day  \7ork  of  the  department  continued,  complaints  were 
received  and  dealt  with,  drains  v/ere  iispected  and  numerous  other  matters 
c.ttended  to,  A considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  in  interviewing  members 
of  the  public  etc,,  and  because  the  management  n.ndnniitenance  of  the  Council's 
houses  is  my  responsibility,  much  time  has  to  be  devoted  to  this  v/ork, 

I.iy  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
tne  consideration  they  have  shovm,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-opei'ation  during  the  year,
